’’Dear Father: 
w hen I wrote > *u 
last I told you I would write and tell 
you all about the Callao, size, crew, 
duties and all points of interest. 
I 
am going to write it on the typewri­ 
te r 
that you will be able to read 
it all and also for the practice. 
For 
we have no yeomen on 
here, so that we have to typewrite 
all of our own letters and reports. 
By this time I have got to the point 
where I can use three fingers and 
or some words four, but have to keep 
my 
eyes 
on 
the keyboard pretty 
closely. 
'First of all. the Callao is lated as 
ii river gunboat, and was one cf those 
captured by Dewey when he gathered 
in the Spanish fleet in Manila bay. 
She was built in 1887, so you see it 
is a very old ship, and we c iscover < 
evidences of this all tin* time. 
In 
fact, every time we 
go 
into 
dock 
there are two or three new plates to 
be put in, but she still serves as a 
river patrol and to show the flag, and 
in case of trouble to look after the 
missionaries, for besides these there 
are only two Americans on the river, 
the Standard Oil man at Kong Moon 
and the one at Wu Chow. 
’ There are American missions at 
Simi 
Ding, Taking and Wu Chow. 
When I feel as if I would like to take 
a trip up the river I make out an 
itinerary and send it to the captain 
of the Wilmington, who always ap­ 
proves it and then we are off. 
About 
once a month we go to Hong Kong 
for a week to give liberty and to use 
the Wilmington’s machine shop: also 
see the people there and find out 
what ihe news is. if they have any. 
The rest of the time we are in Can­ 
ton. 
“Besides ourselves 
there 
is 
one 
German gunboat, two French (which 
never leave Canton), three English, 
which are on the river continuously, 
and four English torpedo boats, two 
of which are on the river at a time, 
the other two being in Hong Kong. 
“We see quite a bit of the English 
and Germans, but nothing 
of 
the 
French. 
In fact, when we meet any 
if the boats up the river and in Can­ 
ton we are always having dinners or 
golf or bridge together . Aside from 
these people the only other society 
on the river is the customs service. 
There is a commissioner in Kong 
Mpon, Sam Simi and Wu Chow, all of 
whom speak English and are verjr 
friendly with us, though their nation­ 
ality stands two German 
and 
one 
Portuguese. 
“ Now for the ship . The length is 
about one hundred and fifty feet, ton­ 
nage two hundred and 
forty-three, 
draft seven and a half. with a speed 
of nine miles in still water; but as 
the current in the river goes as high 
as five miles you can see irow our 
speed varies . The crew consists of 
thirty men. four of whom are Chi­ 
nese—the 
ship’s 
cook, 
wardroom 
cook, steward and boy. 
Then unof­ 
ficially we have another boy lo help 
out, who goes by the title of ‘makee 
learn.’ 
The engineer’s force consists 
of a chief machinist’s mate and eight 
others of the usual ratings.

there is a hospital apprentice, a gun­ 
ner’s mate, two deck petty officers, 
a quarterm aster and the rest are sea­

PLAN TO PRUNE BUSH FRUITS 


Remove All Wood From Currant and 
Gooseberry Bushet That la More 
Than Four Yeara Old. 


In response to an inquiry regarding 
the pruning of currants and goose­ 
berries, the division of horticulture of 
the Oregon Agricultural college re­ 
plied recently: 
“Both corranta and gooseberries pro­ 
duce their fruit on wood, two, three, 
four or five years old. The new one- 
year-old wood seldom bears much 
fruit. Wood more than four years old 
usually grows rather weak and bean 
only a small amount of rather Inferior 
fruit 
“It it generally considered advisable 
to remove all wood from both currant 
and gooseberry bushes that is more 
than four years old. Then thin out the 
now canes that came up from the 
ground or near the ground last season 
to three or four of the strongest ones, 
and bead these back to about two feet 
in length. 
“If this plan is followed season after 
season, your gooseberry and currant 
bushes will consist tach year of three 
or four one-year-old shoots, three or 
four two-year-old. and also of four- 
year-old branches."
